I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report 
of  the  Department  of  the  Provincial  Secretary  for  the 
new  fiscal  year  ended  March  31,  1928,  showing  details  of 
the  various  services  rendered  by  the  department  during 
that  period. 

Incorporation  and  Registration  of  Corivoanies. 

During  the  year  307  companies  were  incorporated 
and  registered  in  Alberta  under  The  Companies  Act  and  the 
Eoreign  Companies  Act  respectively,  with  an  aggregate 
capitalization  of  §27,809,120.00.  Supplementary  certificates 
were  issued  increasing  the  capital  stock  of  existing  companies, 
and  for  various  other  purposes  such  as  changing  the  names  of 
companies,  reduction  of  capitalization  and  amending  the  powers 
and  purposes  originally  conferred  on  companies. 

Total  Revenue. 

The  revenue  of  the  department  for  this  period 
amounted  to  §3,501,302.51,  in  comparison  with  §2,494, 074.12 
for  the  period  ended  March  31 ,  1927,  or  an  increase  of 
§1,007,228.19.
